that he grew worse during the next

It will be recalled that an Indian 
burial ground was discovered several 
years ago on Grass Lake not far from 
the Herman property and also that the 
skeletons of Indian bodies were un- 
earthed near Channel lake a couple of 
years ago when grading was done for 
the new road. Thus the discovery of 
the third burial place furnishes further 
proof that this section of Lake county 
was once -the home'of Indians presum- 
ably in great numbers.

Last Sunday afternoon J. C James 
and Lee Strang, local. undertakers re- 
ceived a call" from White and Tobin, 
Waukegan undertakers, who have a 
contract for handling all deaths at the 
Great Lakes NavaL Training station, 
to come in and assist in taking charge 
of the bodies of those who succumbed 
to attacts of Spanish Influenza. It 
wsb however impossible for either of 
the local undertakers to respond to 
the call. Mr. James being prevented 
by ill health and Mr. Strang by prev- 
ious business arrangements. 

So Bevere is the, epedemic at 
station that besides the station em- 
balmers there have been eleven others 
called in from neighboring cities to 
give assistance. 

It is stated that the number of deaths 
from Saturday to Sunday evening was 
forty-five and another statement added 
j that there were thirty-five deaths Sun- 
day night, and the number since Mon- 
day is said to be at about the same 

ratio. . , 

• It was stated that Sunday evening 
there were 36 caskets ready for ship- 
ment to the homes of the boys who had 
passed away. The plan followed was 
to back two express cars. Into the 
station Monday morning in order to 
Btart the sailors on their last lap, a 
tragic one, yet one which bringsglory 
to their names just as much as if they 
died fighting. 

On Monday H. E. Odell commander 
of the medical corps announced that 
since the epidemic started nearly two 
weeks ago the total number of deaths 
up to that time had reached about 200. 
He also stated that there had been 
8000 cases of which 1600 were serious 
and were taken to the base hospital, on 
that day there were 1400 in the hos- 
pital, nil serious coses. 

Captain Moffet states that the dis- 
ease is now under control but that the 
45,000 men at the station are still held 
without liberty. 

The epidemic s is not confined to the 
Training Station alone, hut has broken 
out in fully one hundred homes of the 
sailors in Waukegan, and the author 
ities'at the Great Lakes on Tuesday 
sent three trained nurses from Chicago 
ho devote their time in going from home 
to home to see that the families have 
the best possible attention. 

Monday afternoon Dr. Bellows, 
health commissioner foe the city of 
Waukegan. issued a proclamation clos- 
ing all theaters and dance halls. This 
action was taken on account of the fact 
that three deaths bad already occurred 
among the civilian population, two at 
Waukegan and one at North Chicago. 
The North. Chicago schools have 
also been closed.

I could not make out why the qaller 

seemed to be so antagonistic to mo, 

and yet I am sure he was arguing with 

the family against me. Perhaps the 

fact that I wasn't wearing wooden 

shoes — I doubt whether I could have 

obtained a pair big enough for me — 

had convinced him that I was not 

•really a Belgian, because there was 

nothing about me otherwise which 

-could have given him that Idea. 

At that time, and I suppose It Is 
true today, about 04 per cent of the 
people In Belgium were wearing 
wooden shoes. Among the peasants I 
don't believe I ever saw any other 
iclnd of footwear and they are more 
common there than they are In Hol- 
land. The Dutch wear them more on 
account of a lack of leather. I was 
ttold that during the coming year prac- 
tically all the peasants and poorer 
■people In Germany, too, will adopt 
wooden shoes for farm work, as that 
is one direction In which wood can be 
substituted for leather without much 
loss. 

When the young man left, I left 
shortly afterwards, as I was not at 
-iili comfortable about what his Inten- 
tions were regarding me. For all I 

ew he might have gone" to notify 
German authorities that there was 

strange man In the vicinity — more 
perhaps to protect his friends from 
suspicion of having aided me than to 
injure me. 

• At any rate, I was not going to take 
any chances and I got out .of that 
•neighborhood as rapidly as I could. 

That night found me right on the 
rfrontler of Holland. 
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Getting Through the Lines. 
"Waiting until it was quite dark, I 
•made my way carefully through a 
field and eventually came to the much 
•dreaded barrier. 

It was all that I had heard about it 
•Every foot of the border line between 
Belgium and Holland Is protected in 
;preclsely the same manner. It Is there 
to serve three purposes: first, to pre- 
vent the Belgians from escaping into 
Holland; second to keep enemies, like 
'.myself, from making their way to free- 
dom ; and third, to prevent desertions 
•on the part of Germans themselves. 
One look was enough to convince any 
one that It probably accomplished all 
three objects about as well as any con- 
trivance could, and one look was all I 
got of It that night, for while I lay 
on my stomach gazing at the forbid- 
i ding structure I heard the measured 
stride of a German sentry advancing 
towards me and I crawled away as 
fast ns I possibly could, determined 
to spend the night somewhere in the 
■fields and make another and more 
•careful survey the following night. 

The view I had obtained, however, 
twos sufficient to convince me that the 
•pole-vault Idea was out of the ques- 
\ tion.evcn If I tiad a pole and was a 

^S v . proficient pole-v'aulter. The three 

Vv fences covered a span of at least twelve 
feet and to clear the last barbed wire 
fence It would be necessary to vault 
•not only at least ten feet high, but at 
.least fourteen feet wide, with the cer- 
tain knowledge that to touch the elec- 
trically charged fence meant Instant 
■death. There would be no second 
chance If you came a cropper the first 
time. 

The stilt idea was also impractica- 
ble because of the lack of suitable 
timber and tools with which to con- 
struct the stilts. 

It seemed to me that the best thing 
to do was travel up and down the line 
a bit In the hope that some spot might 
•be discovered where conditions were 
.more favorable, dlthougli I don't know 
Just what I expected along those 
nines. 

It was mighty disheartening to real- 
!lze that only a few feet away lay cer- 
tain liberty and that the only things 
preventing me from reaching It were 
three confounded fences. I thought of 
my machine and wished that some 
Iclnd fairy would set It In f ron£ of me 
for just one minute. 

I spent the night In a clump of 
fbushes.nhd kept In hiding most of the 
inert day, only going Abroad for. pn 
"hour or two in .the middle, of the day 
to. Intercept* some Belgian peasant 
■.•and beg' for 'food. The' Belgians in this 
tsectlon ' were, naturally' very much 
.nfrald of' the Germans and I fared 
badly. In nearly- every house German 
soldiers were • quartered and It was 
out of the question; for me to apply 
■'■ ' : t or food in. thjfct direction. The prox- 
imity of ;tho, border ' m'ado oyer yone 
•eye each other wlth'more/br less sus- 
picion and I soon came to the conclu- 
sion that the safest 'thing I could do 
.was to live on raw! vegetables which I 
could steal from the fields at night as 
I had previously done. 

That night I made another survey 

-of the barrier In that vicinity, but It 

looked junt as hopeless as it had the 

•night before and I concluded that X 

«miy wasted my time there. 



I spent the night wandering north, 
guided by the North Star which had 
served me so faithfully in all ray trav- 
eling. Every mile or two I would make 
my way carefully to the barrier to see 
If conditions were any better, but it 
seemed to bo the same all along. I felt 
like a wild animal in a cage, with 
about as much chance of getting out. 
The section of the country In which 
I was now wandering was very heavily 
wooded and there was really no very 
great difficulty In keeping myself con- 
cealed, which I did all day long, striv- 
ing all the time to think of some way 
In which I could circumvent that 
cursed barrier. r 

The idea of a huge stcpladdcr oc- 
curred to me, but I searched hour after 
hour In vain for lumber or fallen trees 
out of which I could construct one. If 
I could only obtala something which 
would enable mo to reach a point 
about nine feet In the air It would be 
a comparatively simple matter to 
jump from that point over the electric 
fence. 

Then I thought that perhaps I could 
construct a simple ladder and lean It 
against one of the posts upon which 
the electric wires were strung, climb to 
the top and then leap over, getting 
over the barbed wire fences In the 
same way. 

This seemed to be the most likely 
plan and all night long I sat construct- 
ing a ladder for this purpose. 

I was fortunate enough to find a 
number of fallen pine trees from ten 
to twenty feet long. I selected two of 
them which seemed sufficiently strong 
and broke off all the branches, which 
I used ns rungs, tying them to the 
poles with grass and strips from my 
handkerchef and shirt as best I 
could. 

It was not n very workmanlike 
looking lndder when I finally got 
through with It. I leaned It against 
n tree to.test It and It wobbled consid- 
erably. It was more like a rope lad- 
der than a wooden one, but I strength- 
ened It here and there and decided 
that it would probably serve the pur- 
pose. 

I kept the ladder In the woods nil 
day and could hardly wait until dark 
to make the supreme test. If It proved 
successful my troubles were over; 
within a few hours I would be In a 
neutral country out of all danger. If 
I failed — I dismissed the Idea sum- 
marily. There was no use worrying 
about failure; the thing to do was to 
succeed. 

The few hours that were to pass 
before night came on seemed endless, 
but I utilized them to rc-cnforco my 
ladder, tying the rungs more securely 
with long grass which I picked In the 
woods. 

At last night came, and with my 
ladder In hand I made for the barrier. 
In front of It there was a cleared 
space of about one hundred yards, 
which had been prepared to make the 
work of the guards easier In watch- 
ing it 

I waited in the neighborhood until I 
heard the sentry puss the spot where I 
was In hiding and then I hurried 
across the clearing, shoved my ladder 
under the barbed wire and endeav- 
ored to follow It My clothing caught 
In the wire, but I wrenched myself 
clear and crawled to the electric bar- 
rier. 

My plan was to place the ladder 
against ono of the posts, climb up to 
the top and then jump. There would 
be a fall of nine or ten feet, and I 
might possibly sprain an ankle or 
break my leg, but If that was all that 
stood between me and freedom I 
wasn't going to stop to consider it 

I put my ear to the ground to listen 
for the coming of the sentry. There 
was not a sound. Eagerly but care- 
fully I placed the ladder against the 
post and started up. Only a few feet 
separated me from liberty, and my 
heart beat fast 

I had climbed perhaps three rungs 
of my ladder when I became aware 
of an unlooked for difficulty. 
The ladder was slipping. 
Just ns I took the next rung, the 
ladder slipped, came in contact with 
the live wire, and the current passed 
through the wet sticks and Into my 
body. There was a blue flash, my 
hold on the ladder relaxed and I fell 
heavily to the ground unconscious. 
Of course, I had not received the 
full force of the current or I would 
not now be here. I must have. re- 
mained unconscious for a few mo- 
ments, but I came. to. just In time to 
hear the German guard coming, and 
the thought cnme.to rao If I didn't. get 
that ladder concealed' at once he would 
see It even though, fortunately for me, 
It was an unusually dark night 

I pulled the ladder out of his path 
and lay down flat on the ground not 
seven feet away from his feet ' He 
passed so close that I could h'avc 
pushed the ladder out and .tripped 
hlra up. 

It occurred to me that I could have 
climbed back under the barbed wire 
fence and waited for the sentry to re- 
turn and then felled him with a blow 
on the head, ns he had no Idea, of 
course, that there was anyone in the 
vicinity. I wouldn't have hesitated 
to take life, because my only thought 
was to get into Holland, but I thought 



that as long ns he didn't bother me 
perhaps the safest tiling to do was not 
to bother 'him,, but .to continue my ef- 
forts during* his periodic absence. 

His beat at this point was apparent-/ 
ly fairly 'long and allowed mo more 
time to work than -I had hoped for. 

My mishap with the ladder hod con- 
vinced me. that my escape In that way 
was not feasible. The shock that I 
had received had unnerved me and I 
was afraid to risk It again, particu- 
larly as I realized that I had fared 
more fortunately than I could hope 
to again If I met with a similar mis- 
hap. There was no way of making 
that ladder hold and I gave up the idea 
of using It 

I was now right in front of this 
electric barrier and as I. studied It I 
saw another way of getting by. If I 
couldn't get over it, what was the 
matter with getting under it? 

The bottom wire was only two 
inches from the ground and, of course, 
I couldn't touch It, but my plan was 
to dig underneath it and then crawl 
through the hole in the ground. 

I had only my hands to dig with, 
but I went at it with a will and fortu- 
nutcly the ground was not very hard. 
When I had dug about six Inches, 
making a distance In all of eight 
Inches from the lowest electric wire. 
I came to an underground wire. I 
knew enough about electricity to real- 
ize that this wire could not bo charged, 
ns it was in contact with the ground, 
but still there was not room between 
the live . wire and this underground 
wire for mo to crawl through, and I 
ether had to go back or dig deep 
enough under this wire to crawl under 
It or else pull it up. 

This underground wire was about 
as big around as a lead pencil and 
there was no chance of breaking It 
The jack-knife I had had at the start 
of my travels I had long since lost 
and even If/ 1 had had something to 
hammer with, the noise would have 
mndc.tbo method- Impracticable. 

I went on digging. When the total 
distance between the live wire and the 
bottom of the hole I had dug was 
thirty Inches, I took hold of the ground 
wire nnd pulled on It with all my 
strength. 

It wouldn't budge. It was stretched 
taut across the narrow ditch I • had 
dug — about fourteen Inches wide— 
nnd all the tugging didn't servo to 
loosen it 

I was just about to give up In de- 
spair when a staple gave way in the 
nearest post. That ennbled me to pull 
the wire through the ground a little 
nnd I renewed ray efforts. After n 
moment or two of pulling as I had 
never pulled in my life before, a 
staple on the next post gave way, 
nnd my work became easier. I had 
more leeway now nnd pulled and 
pulled again until In all eight staples 
had given way. 

Every time a staple gave way, It 
sounded In my ears like the report of 
a gun, although I suppose It dfdn't 
really make very much noise. Never- 
theless, ouch time I would put my ear 
to tlio ground to listen for the guard. 
If I heard hlra I would stop working 
nnd lie perfectly still In th?, dark till 
he had gone by. 

By pulling on the wire, I was now 
able to drag it through the ground 
enough to place It back from tho 
fence and go on digging. 

The deeper I went the harder be- 
came the work, because by this tlmo 
my finger nnlls were broken and I 
wns nervous — nfrnld every moment 
that I would touch the churged wire. 

I kept at It. however, with my mind 
constantly on the hole I was digging 
and the liberty which was almost with- 
in my reach. 

Finally I figured that I had enough 
spuco to crawl through and still leave 
a couple of Inches between my back 
und the live wire. 

Before I went under that wire I no- 
ticed that the lace which the Belgian 
woman had given me as a souvenir 
made my pocket bulge, nnd lest It 
might be the Innocent means of elec- 
trocuting me by touching the live wire, 
I took It out, rolled It up nnd threw it 
over the barrier first 

Then I lay down on my stomach and 
crawled or rather writhed under tho 
wire like a snake, with my feet first, 
and there wasn't any question of my 
hugging mother earth ns closely as 
possible because I realized that even 
to touch the wlro* above me with my 
bnck meant Instant death. 

Anxious ns I was to get on the other 
side, I didn't hurry tills operation. I 
feared that, there might be some little 
detail that I had overlooked and I ex- 
ercised tho greatest possible card in 
going under, taking nothing for 
'granted, 

.When I finally got through and 
straightened up, there were still sev- 
eral feet of Belgium between me nnd 
liberty, represented by the six feet 
'which separated the electric barrier 
from the last barbed wire fence, but 
before I went another step I went 
down on my knees nnd thanked God 
for ray long series of escapes and es- 
pecially for this last achievement, 
which seemed to me to be ubout all 
that was necessary to bring me free- 
dom. 
Then I crawled under the barbed 



wire feace and breathed tho free air of 
Holland. I had no clear Idea just 
where I was and I didn't care much. 
I was out of the power of the Germans 
and that was enough. I had walked 
perhaps a hundred yards, when I re- 
meiribered the lace I had thrown over 
the barrier, and dangerous as I real- 
ized the undertaking to be, I deter- 
mined to wnlk bnck and get It This 
necessitated ray going bnck onto Bel- 
gian soil again, but It seemed a shame 
to leave the luce there, and by exer- 
cising n little care I figured I could 
get It easily enough. . 

When I came to the spot at which I 
had mude my way under the barbed 
wire, I put my ear to the ground and 
listened for the sentry. I heard him 
coming nnd lay prone on tho ground 
till he had passed. The fact that ho 
might observe the hole in the ground 
or the ladder occurred to me as I lay 
there, and It seemed like an age be- 
fore he finally marched out of car- 
shot Then I went under the barbed 
wire ngaln, retrieved the lace and once 
ngnin made my way to Dutch terri- 
tory. 

It does not take long to describe tho 
events Just referred to, but the Inci- 
dents themselves consumed several 
hours In all. To dig the hole must 
have taken me more than two hours 
and I had to stop frequently to hide 
while tho sentry passed. Many times, 
Indeed, I thought I heard him coming 
nnd stopped my work and then dis- 
covered that It was only my lmnglnn- 
tlon. I certainly suffered enough thut 
night to last mo a lifetime. With n 
German guard on ono side, death from 
electrocution on tho other, und starva- 
tion staring me In the fnce, my plight 
wns anything but a comfortable one. 

It wns on the 19th of. November, 
1017, when I got through tho wire. I

had made my leap from the train on 
September 0th. Altogether, therefore, 
just seventy-two days had elapsed 
since I escaped from tho Huns. If I 
live to be ns old as Methusaleh, I never 
expect to live through another sev- 
enty-two days so crammed full of in- 
cident .and hazard and lucky escape.

Experiences In Holland. 
I was not quite out of

I now knew that I was In Holland, 
but just where I had -no Idea. I walked 
for about thirty minutes and en mo to 
a .path leading to tho right, nnd I had 
proceeded along It but a. few. hundred 
•.yarjls when I saw In front of mo. a 
fence exactly * like the one I had 
crossed. 

•This Is funny," I said to myself. VI 
didn't know the Dutch had a fence, 
too." I'- advanced to tho fence and 
examined It closely, and Judge of my 
astonishment when I saw beyond ; It ft 
nine-foot fence • apparently -holding 
llvo wires exactly :1 Ike tho one' which 
hud nearly been the death of mel- : 

■I. had .very little tlmb to conjecture 
what It all meant, for just -then I 
heard a guard coming. Ho was walk- 
ing so fust- that I was sure It was a 
Dutch sentry, as tho Huns walk much 
slower. 

I was so bewildered, however, that 
I decided to take no chunces, and as 
the road was" fairly good I wandered 
down It nnd away from that mysteri- 
ous fence. - About half a mile down I 



could see the light of a sentry sta- 
tion and I thought I would go there 
nnd tell my story to tho sentries, real- 
izing that as I was unarmed it was 
perfectly safe for mo to announce 
myself to the Dutch authorities. I 
could be Interned only if I entered 
Holland under arms. 

As I approached tho sentry box I 
noticed three men In gray uniforms, 
tho regulation Dutch color. I was on 
the verge of shouting to them when 
the thought struck mo that there was 
just a chance I might be mistaken, 
us the German uniforms were the 
same color; and I had suffered too 
many privations and too many narrow 
escapes to lose all at this time by 
jumping at conclusions. 

I hud just turned off the road to go 
back into some bushes when out of 
the darkness I heard that dread Ger- 
man command: 
"Haiti Haiti" 

Ho didn't need to holler twice. I 
heard and heeded the first time. Then 
I heard another man come running up, 
and there was considerable talking, 
but whether they were Germans or 
Hollanders I was still uncertnln. He 
evidently^ thought someone was on the 
other side of the fence. 

Finally I heard one of them laugh 
and saw him walk back to tho sentry 
station where the guard was billeted, 
and I crawled a little nearer to try to 
make out just what It meant I had 
begun to think It wus all a night-, 
mare. 

Between myself and the light In tho 
sentry stntlon, I then noticed the 
stooping figure of a man bending over 
as If to conceal himself and on bis 
head wns the spiked helmet of a Ger- 
inun soldier 1 

I knew then what another narrow 
escnpc I hnd had, for I am quite sure 
he would have shot mo without cere- 
mony if I had foolishly made myself 
known. I would have been burled at 
once nnd no one would have been nny 
wiser, even though, technically speak- 
ing, I wns on neutral territory and im- 
mune from capture or attack. 

This new shock only served to be- 
wilder me more. I was completely 
lost* There seemed to be frontier be- 
hind mo and frontier In front of me. 
Evidently, however, what had hap- 
pened was that I had lost my sense 
of direction and hnd wandered In tho 
arc of a circle, returning to the same 
fence that I had been so long In get- 
ting through. This solution of the 
mystery came to me suddenly and I at 
once searched the landscape for some- 
thing In the way of a landmurk to 
guide me. For once my faithful 
friend, tho North Star, had failed me. 
The sky was pitch black and there 
wasn't a star In the heavens. 

In the distance, at about what ap- 
peared to be ubout three miles away, 
but which turned out to be six, I could 
discern the lights of a village, and I 
knew It must bo a Dutch village, as 
lights arc not nllowed In Belgium In 
that Indiscriminate way. 

My course was now clenr. I would 
make n beellnc for that village. Before 
I had gone very fnr I found myself In 
a marsh or swamp and I turned back 
a little, hoping, to find a better path. 
Finding none/ I retraced my steps 
and kept straight ahead, determined 
to rench that village at all costs and 
to swerve neither to the right or left 
until I. got there. 

One moment I would bo In water up 
to my knees and tho next I would sink 
in mud clear up to my waist I paid 
no attention to my condition. It was 
merely a repetition of what I had gone 
through many. times before, but this 
time I had a definite goal and onco I 
reached it I knew my troubles would 
bo over. 

It took mo perhaps three hours to 
reach firm ground. The path I struck 
led to within half a mile of the village. 
I shall never forget that path; It was 
almost as welcomo to my feet as the 
opposite bank of the Meuso had 
seemed 

Tho first habitation I came to was a 
little workshop with a bright light 
shining outside. It must have been 
after midnight, but tho people Inside 
were apparently Just quitting work. 
There were three men nnd two boys 
engaged In making wooden shoes. 

It wasn't nccessnry for me to ex- 
plain to them that I was a refugee, 
even If I had been. able to speak their 
language. I wus caked with mud up 
to my shoulders arid I supposo my faco 
must, 'have recorded some of 'the ex- 
periences I had gbno through that 
memorable night "' ','!" 

•' "I want the British -consul!" I told 
them. * l • •'" ' ■ • 

Apparently they didn't' understand, 
but one of them volunteered, to con- 
duct mo to the village. They seemed 
\o bo only top .anxious to do. all they 
could.for me.; r evidently they,, realized 
I was ..a British .soldier. , .' t . . _ . . 
• , it was.. very lute when .my compan- 
ion finally escorted' me Into the'yil- 
luge, but he; aroused some people '"he 
knew from' their "beds' and' theSf 
dressed and Came down to feed me. 

The family consisted OfUn oldiudy 
nnd her husband and a son; whoVas a 
soldier in the Dutch nrray. The cold 
shivers ran down my back while he sat 
beside me, because every How and 
ngaln I caught a glimpse of his gray 



that of tho German soldiers 

Some of tho neighbors, aroused by 
the commotion, got up to see what It 
was all about and camo In and 
watched while I- ate the meal. those 
good Dutch pcoplo prepared for me. 
Ordinarily I suppose I would have . 
been embarrassed with so many peo-; 
plo staring at mo while I ate as.H 
though I wcro some strange animal 
that!has Just been captured,' but Just 
then I was too famished to notice or 
care very much what other people did. 
There will always bo a warm place 
In my heart for the Dutch people. I 
had heard lots of persons sny that * 
they were not Inclined to help refu- 
gees, but my experience did not bear 
these reports out They certainly did 
moro for me than I ever expected. 

I had a llttlo German money left 
but as tho value of German money la 
only about half In Holland, I didn't 
have enough to pay the fare to Rot- 
terdam, which was ray next objective. 
It was duo to the generosity of these 
people thnt I was able to reach tho 
British .consul ns quickly as I did. 
Some day I hope to return to Holland 
and repay every single soul who 
played tho part of the good Samari- 
tan to me. 

With the money that these people 
gave me I was able to get a third- 
class ticket to Rotterdam, and I was 
glad that I didn't have to travel first- .. 
class, for I would have looked as much 
out of place In a first-class"': carriage 
as a Hun would nppear In heaven. 

Thnt night I slept In the house of 
my Dutoh friends, where they fixed 
mo up most comfortably. In the morn- 
ing they gave me breakfast and then 
escorted me to tho station. 

While I was waiting at the station 
a crowd gathered round me and soon 
it seemed ns If tho whole town had 
turned out to get a look at me. It was 
very embarrassing, particularly as I 
could give them no Information re- 
garding the cauBO of my condition, al- . 
though, of course, they all knew thnt 
I was a refugee from Belgium. . 

As the train pulled out of the sta- 
tion, the crowd gave a loud cheer and 
the tears almost came to my eyes as 
I contrasted in my mind the conduet 
of this crowd and tho one that had 
gathered at the stutlon In Ghent when 
I had departed a prisoner en routo 
for tho reprisal £arap. I breathed a 
sigh of relief as I thought of that re- 
prisal camp and how fortunate I had 
really been, despite nil my sufferings, 
to have escaped It Now, at any rate, 
I was a free man and I would soon be 
sending home tho Joyful news that I 
had made good my escape I 

At EInhoffen .two Dutch officers got 
Into the compartment with me. They 
looked at me with very much disfavor, 
not knowing! of course, that I was a 
British officer. My clothes were still 
pretty much in the condition they 
were when I crossed the border, al- 
though I had been nble to scrape off 
some of the mud I had collected the 
night before. I hnd not shaved nor 
trimmed my beard for many days, 
and I must have prcHonted a sorry 
appearance. I could hardly blame 
them for edging away from me. 
. The trip from EInhoffen to Rotter- 
dam passed without special Incident 
At various stations passengers would 
get In tho compartment and, observ- 
ing my unusual appearance, would 
endeavor to start a conversation with 
me. None of them spoke English, 
however, and they had to use their 
own Imagination as to my Identity. 

When I arrived at Rotterdam I 
asked a policeman who stood in front 
of the station where I could find the 
British consul, but I could not make 
him understand. I next applied to a 
taxlcab driver. 

"English consul— British consul- 
American consul — French consul 1" I 
said, hoping that if he didn't under- 
stand one he might recognize an- 
other. 

He eyed mo with suspicion and mo- 
tioned me to get in and drove off. 1 
hnd no idea where he was taking me, 
but after a quarter of an hour's ride ho 
brought up in front of tho British 
consul. Never before was I so glad 
to see the Union Jack 1

B-r-r I But If Ovid were alive again 
In this year of grace, and once more 
writing from Toml, or as they call It 
now, Kustendjl, ho would not find tho 
sting of the north wind from the 
steppes less biting than 19 centuries 
ago, nor the cruelty of man to man 
less appalling.— Boston Herald.

Rabbit Meat for Wartime Food. 

Wartime conservation of beef nnd 
pork has enabled n Kansnn to develop 
a rather extraordinary business in the 
marketing of wild rabbits, both jacks 
and cottontails. A rabbit-packing plant 
has been established and Is now ship- 
ping frozen bunnies by the tens of 
thousands. 

A recent contract called for 480,000 
pounds of jackrabblt meat. The Jacks 
average four pounds each when 
dressed. This means that approximate- 
ly 120,000 rabbits were required to fill 
tho order. 

The fur is disposed of at a handsome 
profit. It Is used in the manufacture 
of high-grade felt, such as enters into 
the making of men's hats. 

All waste products are converted 
into fertilizer. The Industry also rids 
the country of a crop-destroying pest

The belief is 
that It was from this well that Christ 
procurred his drinking water. 

The Crusaders established the fa- 
mous bishopric Seythopolls In Naza- 
reth about A. D. (500. Nazareth was 
taken by Snladih after a spectacular 
battle In 1187. In 1517 It was 
tured by the Turks. 

The Church of the Annunciation Is 
one of the landmarks of the town. 

The Turkish Nnblus army, which 
sulTered a body blow from General Sir 
Edmund Alienby's British expedition- 
ary force in Palestine, comprises the 
flower of the sultan's urmed forces. It 
Is now established the whole Turkish 
army numbers not more than 200,000 
combative troops.

British Win at Foiyv Points. 

London,, Sept. 23.— Field Marshnl 
Hnlg'fj troops during, the night 
smashed Into the German lines at four 
'distinct- points oh the battle front. 

Nenr Gavrelle, north of the Scarpe, 
the Drltlsh advanced on a two-mile 
front and east of Epehy the Drltlsh 
captured .several organized points of 
resistance, according to Drltlsh ofli- 
clal statement. 

North of Epehy Halg's men pushed 
forward In the sector south of Vlllers- 
Gulslaln. 

The Drltlsh also repulsed a German 
attack on Alone vrcs and then Improved 
their positions there. 

In the morning the Germans at- 
tacked the Drltlsh positions northwest 
of La Dnssee, in Flanders. Fighting 
still Is In progress. 

Halg Reports Successes. 

London, Sept. 10.— Field Marshal 
Hitlg on Wednesday hurled the Third 
nml Fourth Drltlsh armies against the 
Hlndenburg line la the direction of St. 
Quentin. He recorded n gain of three 
miles on a 15-mile front and the cap- 
ture of ten villages nml 0,000 prison- 
ers. 

The outer defenses of the ninden- 
burg line were "captured over wide 
sectors," Field Marshal Halg reports, 
the Drltlsh having swept over the old 
Drltlsh trench system of March. 

The enemy's positions were corrled 
by assault, after a brief preliminary 
bombardment. The nttack was mode 
In a heavy rainstorm. 

Templeux-Le-Guerard, Ronssoy, Epe- 
hy and Pclzlre have also been taken, 
the troops penetrating to a great depth 
along the lino. 

Big U. S. Guns Shell Metz. 

Washington, Sept. 21.— The forts of 
Metz, the German stronghold In Lor- 
raine, are under the fire of American 
guns 'of nine-Inch and larger caliber, 
members of the house military com- 
mittee were told at their weekly con- 
ference with Acting Secretary Crowell 
and other war department officials. 
Yanks Occupy Ammcrzweiler. 

With the American Army on the 
Lorraine Front, Sept. "21.— American 
troops have occupied Ammcrzweiler, 
In Alsace. American patrols made the 
discovery that the Germans had with- 
drawn from the place and then the 
Americans occupied It. 

Huns Plan New Retreat. 

With the American Army In Lor- 
raine, Sept. 20.— Every day brings new 
evidence that the Germans, deprived 
of their Inst wedge menacing France — 
the one at St. Mlhlel, wiped out Inst 
week by the Americans— arid them- 
selves threatened at the very gates of 
the fatherland, arc planning a large 
scale retreat. 

A Delgian prisoner forced to work 
on German defense positions escaped 
to our lines during the morning and 
brought highly interesting Information. 

He said he had been working on the 
Hlndenburg Hue, hut that behind that 
line the Germans had constructed and 
were now Improving four other lines 
of resistance. 

Moreover, he said, the Germans were 
now constructing n formidable line 
running through Delglumi He did not 
know* Its exact location. 

American bombing planes henvlly at- 
tacked Mnrs-lu-Tour, one of the strong- 
holds of the new Hlndenburg line, en- 
countering severe lighting. 

Lieut. F. Luke, Phoenix. Ariz., set 
fire to two more German balloons, 
making a total of eleven In four days. 
He also attacked and brought down 
an enemy plane at dusk, capturing the 
pilot. 

Three of the five American airplanes 
lost Wednesday were, those belonging 
to a bombing formation which dropped 
two tons of explosives on German 
troops' near Mars-la-Tour, south of 
iConflnns. 

The -group was attacked by ten en- 
emy machines. One German airplane 
dropped. Caught at a disadvantage, 
the Americans separated and three of 
the planes were brought down In 
flumes.

Cap as Shock Absorber. 
Something was paining mo In the re- 
gion of the knees. Also there was a 
sound resembling that made by Drotb- 
er Dones In the minstrel show.

WOMAN GREAT HELP IN 

LIBERTY LOAN WORK 

Has Become Integral Part In Sharing 

Obligation of Financing 

the War. 

By MISS GRACE DIXON, 
Federal Reserve Director for Women 
In Seventh District. 
One of the great truths we have 
learned In this war Is the need of men 
and women working together under- 
standing!}- and sympathetically— ani- 
mated by the same spirit of helpful- 
ness, of fearlessness, of enthusiasm, 
facing definitely one goal with equal 
honor, equal power. For -men and 
women working together with unanim- 
ity of purpose make the Ideal service 
for the nation. Taking Lincoln's great 
words "We all need to work together 
to the end" that loyalty of the people 
by the people shall not perish from the 
earth. 

To write of the activities of 'the 
women's work In the Seventh district 
Is n pleasure, as we have become such 
an Integral part In sharing the obli- 
gation of financing the war. That the 
work of the women and inch might he 
more effectively co-ordinated In the 
district, the director for women tins 
been made a member of the cumpalgn 
committee as well as of the executive 
committee of the federal reserve bank- 
ing committee. The state chairmen, 
county chairmen nnd city chairmen 
have been made members of the execu- 
tive committees of the men's organiza- 
tion in their respective states, counties 
and cities. 

The ileflntte' activities for women 
shall he: 

1. All women's organizations that 
are listed strictly under women, such 
as clubs, fraternal societies, lodges, 
leagues, guilds, etc: 

2. All elementary and high schools, 
private and parochial schools. 

, S. All booths, such as street, hotel, 
restaurant and cafeteria, department 
store and theater booths. 

4. Women shall co-operate with the 
men's committee In churches, univer- 
sities, ward organizations and any oth- 
er committees where they can be of 
service. 

It was 'ulso recommended that no 
separate reports of the amount of sub 
scriptlons taken he given by women, 
but that on account of the volunteer 
subscription and allotment plans, 
credit be given equally to both men 
ond.women.lt Is advisable for wom- 
en county chairmen to have a dis- 
tinct nnd complete understanding 
with the county chairmen of the 
men's organization of this fact, so 
that no misunderstanding will arise on 
this subject during' the campaign. 
Where regular campaigns for solicit- 
ing subscriptions nre made by both 
men and women, n separate record 
irmst, of course, be kept and re- 
ported. 

Dr. Anna Shaw's admonition to the 
women of America "That every woman 
should tie her child, to the United 
States government by n little bond" 
Is the slogan that Is the Inspiration of 
our. workers. Through our vhrlou* 
churches, schools, clubs, we hope to 
reach every home In this country—for 
we reollzo that If we can touch and 
kindle the patriotic ardor of women 
nnd ,brlng women of diversified experi- 
ences and standards of living to t\ 
realization of their responsibilities, 
that upon the. people who remnln nt 
home rests the obligation of flounc- 
ing this war, then Indeed are 'we'tfii' ': 
filling our mission as we should.

First 
of all, unless we feel dead In earnest 
about our winning the war there Is 
something wrong with us and It were 
better that a mill stone were bunged 
about our neck and we were drowned 
In the depth of the sen. 

No one will work hard and make 
personal sacrifices unless his heart Is 
In the enterprise. The beautiful part 
of this iiffiilr Is that we can all foe In 
It— we are all on the big team with n 
chance to play the game to our limit. 
At present we must play the particu- 
lar position which Is assigned to us, 
and play Itfor nil that Is In us wheth-' 
er we Jlke our Job or not.. 

The main thing and the loyal and 
the patriotic thing Is that we give to 
our utmost of time nnd energy nnd 
money. . .Putting the fourth Liberty 
Loan across .means thnt each "one of 
us must give thnt uttennpst of time 
and energy nnd money. 

We're on the team, we're In the 
game, we're out to win.
